PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARIES. 


The selection of delegates to the 


next national conventions of any of 
tho political parties will not be hap- 
hazard affairs, but the result of care- 
fully selected delegates chosen at pri- 
maries in at least eighteen of the 
states of the union. As far as that 
goes the number of delegates, at least 
for the republican convention, will be 
cut down materially. 
For instance, 
there -will be but nine hundred and 
ninety-two delegates against one thou- 
sand seventy-eight. This is under the 
new partv rules. Taking into consid- 
eration that four hundred and ninety- 
seven votes, or a majority, will be 
nhosen, it will 
easily be seen on 
looking at the table below of the pri- 
mary states, they command the situ- 
ation, in fact have seventy-seven more 
votes than needed, if all the delegates 
ihus chosen were for the same candi- 
dat.-!. With the primaries coming in 
the spring and if there are but a few 
candidates on the republican ticket, 
it will be pretty easy to figure who 
will be the nominee and how many 
votes .he will command. 
Of course 


combinations and deals will be made, 
but even at that it will be a pretty 
safe venture to guess right who will 
be the standard-bearer of the G. O. P. 
Thus far this primary system has only 
had the read advantage"' of stimulat- 
ing the favorite sons. 
A state feels 


obliged to vote for their own stat 
candidate, a bit of personal pride, per 
haps, and |the result is that thes 
states will have a delegation tied Ui 
to .their own candidate and the rea 
purport of giving the people of th 
t'nited State* as a whole, the right, o 
choosing their presidential candidat 
is lost sight of in the personal ambi 
tion of the 
favorite son. It 
has 


worked out that 
way in the past 


This state is a bright and shining ex 
ample of the plan. The delegates thu 
•choosing their presidential candidate 
will go to the convention, vote for the 
favorite son of their state or som 
neighboring one and then when thej 
are eliminated, will vote as they see 
fir regardless of any instructions 
The Chicago Tribune, in discussing 
this situation, says that, "Where two 
or three candidates are to the fore- 
front in a vigorous intra-party 'con 
test, a presidential preference pri 
mary might tend to secure a bettei 
registration of the' party will than uh 
der the old system. But where there 
is a large field—and the primary it 
self 
stimulates that 
condition—the 


convention becomes of necessity a 
second-choice affair and the will o 
the rank and file has no better medi 
urn than it had before."

out for yourselves if you know who 
the favorite sons are. If not. you wil 
have to wait until next May to decide 
who is going to be the republican 
candidate when the national conven 
tjo~ really meets.

WAR GEOGRAPHY NOTES. 


Berlin, Nov. 2.—The school author- 
ities in Bavaria have published notes 
on war geography for the children at- 
tending the public schools.

The Russian territory already occu- 
pied by tne Germans is four times as 
extensive as the Kingdom of Bavaria, 
but ia only one-seventy-flfth of tre en- 
tire Russian empire. But the greater 
part of Russia JB thinly populated, and 
the most populous disticts are already 
in German possession, so that Russia 
can now show only six-sevenths of 
her former population. 
At the beglnuning of the war Hua- 


Bia had fifty million more inhabitants 
than Germany and 
Austro-Himgary 
combined; 
namely, 
179 
millions 
against 120 millions. After a year of 
warfare, this position has been re- 
versed; Russian, now has only 145 
millions, whereas the Central Mon- 
archies rule over 155 millions. 
The new territory occupied In oast 
and west is as extensive as the' entire 
kingdom of Prussia.
